Pupils re-enact wartime football truce

THE legendary Christmas 
Day 1914 football match when 
British and German soldiers 
played each other in no man’s 
land between the Great War 
trenches, has been re-enacted 
by children from Eglinton 
Primary School in Plumstead.

supported by the council - has set many 
younger people off to a promising trade 
or career.

THE royal borough has launched 
a campaign to encourage people to 
renew their passes online as they can 
no longer renew their Freedom Pass 
at the post office. 

The current passes, which give older 
people free travel on almost all public 
transport in the capital, run out on March 
31. 

This year the main renewal process 
will be online which means people will 
not be able to go to a post office to renew. 
However, a form is available for those 
who are unable to use a computer to go 
online. 

Thousands of letters explaining how 
to renew have been sent by the council. 
Anyone who needs help to renew online 
can go to their local library, where staff 
will help or they can return the form by 
post. 

Big fans of the Freedom Pass are 
Theresa Bonney and Tony Wilks, who are 
volunteers at Age UK’s centre in Sherard 
Road, Eltham. 

They were both widowed some years 
ago, and are now together as a couple. 
Theresa, who is an admin volunteer at 
the centre, said: “I use my Freedom Pass 
every day for going out and socialising, 
shopping, and going to the theatre in 
London. It’s a wonderful thing to have.” 

Tony, a volunteer home visitor, said: 
“Although I’m a car driver as well, I don’t 
like driving in London. So we use our 
passes on the train when we go there, 
which means we use them a lot. We are 
definitely big fans of the Freedom Pass.” 

Cllr David Gardner, the council’s cabinet 
member for health and adult social care, 
said: “Anyone whose older person’s pass 
expires on March 31 next year is entitled 
to a new one, provided they still live in 
London. New passes can be used as soon 


as they arrive - there’s no need to wait for 
the old ones to expire. You should destroy 
the old pass when your new one arrives. 
This process is designed to be easy to 
use - but if anyone needs help they can 
visit their local library where staff will be 
available to assist them.” 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport, added: “By 
offering free access to the capital’s public 
transport, the Freedom Pass plays a 
crucial role in ensuring that older people 


and disabled people, whatever their 
income, can visit friends and family, and 
enjoy all that London has to offer. It really 
is one of London’s great institutions, and 
I am proud that Royal Greenwich, along 
with other councils in London, continues 
to support this vital scheme.”

BaSIS 
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New VOCU success

FIVE local drug dealers have been 
jailed for a total of 29 years after 
a year long investigation by the 
council-funded VOCU - the police’s 
Violent and Organised Crime Unit. 

The five, all in their early twenties, were 
involved in conspiracy to supply heroin 
and crack cocaine. The case is the latest 
major success for the VOCU, set up in 2008 
specifically to combat drug dealing and 
youth violence in the borough. 

In the eight months from last April to 
November, the VOCU arrested 139 gang 
members. Eight were jailed, and £32,000 
cash was recovered. Over the same period 
the unit helped cut knife crime by six per 
cent and personal robbery by 29 per cent. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mike 
Balcombe, who heads the unit, said: “We 
are really pleased with the results of the 
drug dealers’ investigation. We believe 
that these young men were senior criminal 
figures who were orchestrating large scale 
drug dealings across Greenwich. I am 
confident that we have seriously disrupted 
their network and made a significant dent 
in their profits.” 

Four of the men pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to supply crack cocaine and 
heroin. They were 

Salah Ali Salah, 22, from Knowels Hill, 
sentenced to six years; 

Fuad Abdullah Jama, 20, from Barnfield 
Road, sentenced to five years and three 
months; 

Mohamed Hassan, 22, from Basildon Road, 
known as ‘Ramz’, sentenced to six years; 


TRANSPORT for London (TfL) have 
announced that the Woolwich Ferry will 
be subject to short term closures between 
Tuesday January 6 and Tuesday January 1 3, 
due to refurbishment works. 

The works have been brought forward by 
TfL and Briggs Marine and Environmental 
Services to overhaul four movable 
loading bridges, which allow vehicles and 
pedestrians to get on and off the Woolwich 


Hassan Mohamed Yusuf, 20, from 
Llanover Road, sentenced to four years 
and 10 months. 

Hassan Hassan, 23, from Connaught 
Road, was sentenced to seven and a half 
years after being found guilty. 

A sixth man, Mohamed Abdi Hassan, 30, 
of no fixed abode pleaded not guilty and 
was found not guilty. 

During their investigations VOCU 
officers raided a property in Rotherhithe 
Street where they found crack cocaine 
cooling on window sills and class A’ drugs 
packaged and ready for sale, with a total 
street value of approximately £100,000. 
Cash totalling £2,690 was recovered at the 
scene, together with a large amount of

Andrew Thompson, Head of London 
River Services, said: "These are essential

Energy switch and 
cut fuel bills 

RESIDENTS who have signed up to the Big 
London Energy Switch are saving an average of 
£207 a year on their fuel bills. 

The scheme gives better deals on gas and 
electricity bills through buying in bulk. Backed 
by the council, it gives groups bigger bargaining 
power to approach the energy companies to get 
better deals on their energy tariffs. 

Savings depend on how much energy you 
use and the price of your current tariff. Anyone 
who pays a household energy bill can take part. 
This includes most tenants and customers on 
prepayment meters. The latest tariffs that were 
created specially for the Big London Energy 
Switch and were better than anything available 
direct from suppliers or price comparison sites 
at the time. More than 5,1 00 households in the

A Greenwich sheltered scheme 
manager who has served his 
residents and the local community 
for 25 years has been honoured hy 
Her Majesty The Queen in the New 
Year Honours. 

Paul Howard, who has been scheme 
manager at Minnie Bennett House in 
Shooters Hill for 25 years, and is due to 
retire at the end of January, received a 
British Empire Medal in the Honours list 
announced on December 31. 

During his years of service, Paul has 
managed day-to-day services for the 34 
residents as well as overseeing a series 
of improvements to the council-owned 
scheme. However it is Paul’s efforts in 
going the extra mile for residents and 
their families, and his unstinting work 
for local charities, that have won him 
recognised.

Rogue landlords 
- lessons shared 


CRACKING DOWN ON 



THE 

borough's 
highly- 
successful 
campaign to 
crack down 
on rogue 
private 
landlords

by other local authorities in London. 

The council has been invited to explain 
how it tackles the problem of dubious 
criminal landlords at a special meeting 
of the Greater London Authority (GLA). 

It will give a presentation along with 
three other authorities invited by the 
London Councils organisation to the event 
next Wednesday (January 14). In Royal 
Greenwich, more than a thousand homes 
run by private landlords in the borough 
have been checked by council inspectors 
to make sure they are not sub-standard, 
unregulated or dangerous. This has led 
to 1 5 landlords facing prosecution, while 
another 19 have been served with notices 
for overcrowding, and 105 have been told 
to make improvements. Eight properties 
were found to be so dangerous that they 
had to be either completely or partially 
closed.

DON'T block your stairways and hallways 
with post-Christmas clutter - it is a fire 
hazard and could put lives at risk. 

That's the message from Bob Selby, the 
London Fire Brigade's Borough Commander 
for Greenwich. 

He said: "We all know what it's like to be 
drowning in discarded boxes and wrapping 
paper after Christmas but leaving that 
rubbish to block stairways and corridors is 
a fire hazard. Christmas rubbish and items 
such as pushchairs or bikes left to block 
communal areas will become a dangerous 
obstacle that can slow down firefighters 
trying to reach a fire and save residents. 

"We are working closely with landlords 
and housing providers in Greenwich to 
ensure that the communal areas of flats are 


kept clear and that their properties have 
a suitable fire safety plan. A lot of positive 
work has already been done and residents 
can help by not storing items in communal 
areas because these can cause fires that 
spread quickly." 

Last year there were 1 9 fires in the 
communal areas of the borough's purpose- 
built and high rise flats and people are being 
asked to think carefully about how they get 
rid of their wrapping paper, packaging and 
trees once the celebrations are over.

Co-ordinated by Greenwich Co-operative 
Development Agency and backed by the council, the charter is part of a 1 0-year vision for food production in 
the royal borough and another milestone in growing its reputation as a destination for good food.

T HAME SME AD families tucked into a healthy, 
delicious festive meal at an after school Christmas 
cafe last month. 

The spread at the William Temple church hall was 
provided by Aden Catering and Events which is run by 
Thamesmead mum Ozge Ali. 

Having been a student on the royal borough’s 
Taste of Health Cookery Clubs organised to give 
locals the confidence to cook healthily (www. 
greenwichhealthyliving.nhs.uk) Ozge went on to become 
a cookery club tutor before launching her healthy eating 
catering company six years ago and now produces 
balanced meals for all ages and occasions. 

Menus are based on seasonal, locally-sourced produce 
and all meals are cooked from scratch using healthy 
cooking methods such as roasting, boiling, steaming and 
healthy frying. 

Ozge, who studied catering and hospitality in 
Cyprus, recently completed a masters degree in event 
management at the University of Greenwich. 

As well as catering and managing food events, she 
runs cookery classes and demonstrations and provides 


healthy meals for royal borough children’s centres 
including an after school cafe where families can cook 
and eat together. 

“Families are then given the recipes to try at home,” 
said the home caterer. She explained: “Many people 
are reluctant to try something new because they don’t 
want to waste food but this gives them a chance to try 
something before they buy all the ingredients.” The 
mum to nine-year old twin girls says its also a good way 
to encourage children to eat healthily and learn about 
food. “It’s sad that some children don’t know chips come 
from potatoes. Children love to make things and when 
you cook with your children, it helps to improve the bond 
with them. Being in Greenwich is great because there 
are so many different cultures and cuisines and there are 
many different ways to cook and present things.” 

Speaking of last month’s food charter launch, she said: 
“It was a great opportunity for networking and I met lots 
of other local food producers so I can increase my use of 
local suppliers which is one of the important aims of the 
food charter.”

Takeaway helps people in recovery 


'MADE in Greenwich' is a food production business 
making homemade, nutritious takeaway meals, 
working with people recovering from drug and alcohol 
dependence. 

It comes under the umbrella of the Greenwich Co- 
operative Agency (GCDA), and aims to provide support 
and training to help people turn their lives around. 

Claire Pritchard, chief executive of the GCDA, explained: 
"Made in Greenwich is one of our brands, and is a food- 
producing company using over-ripe and surplus food to 
make ready meals that are vacuum packed. They include 
curries, soups and stews in see-through pouches, and 
come in smaller portions for two as well as catering sizes. 


From this month, the meals will be 
sold over the counter at Woolwich Common Community 
Centre from 9am to 9pm Mondays to Fridays, and 
sometimes on Saturdays. The business started in July, 
and has received funding from the council with the 
aim of creating training and employment for people 
going through recovery.

But notwithstanding revisions, traditionalists
